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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN MARCH 


Three of the six major factors indicating the trend of economic conditions 
recorded a gain in March over the preceding month. The index of the physical 
volume of business, a comprehensive measure of economic activity, recorded 
a gain in March. The components of the business indexes were irregular in 
the last month for which statistics are available, but constructive movements 
were predominant. The deposit liabilities of the banks, constituting the most 
important element in the money supply, showed a recession at the beginning 
of the month. A considerable decline was shown in Dominion balances, while 
the other classes of deposits were at a somewhat higher level. Notice deposits 
rose to a new high point in history, the total having been $2,124 million against 
$2,026 million in the preceding month. The grand total of deposit liabilities 
was $4,216 million against $4,273 million. The index, after seasonal adjustment 
declined from 183-4 to 181-0. 

Minor decline was shown in common stock prices, the standing in February 
on the base of 1935-39 having been 82-0. Weekly indexes throughout March 
averaged somewhat lower than the standing of February. Speculative trading 
on the stock exchanges, however, showed an increase in March as compared 
with the preceding month. High grade bond prices were steady in continuance 
of conditions in evidence for the last twelve months. Wholesale prices recorded 
an advance in March over the preceding month. The standing of the index 
in February on the base of 1926 was 102-7. Advances were recorded in the 
weekly prices of industrial materials and Canadian farm products indicating 
a higher level in the general index for March. Wholesale prices are now fluc- 
tuating above the level of the base year of 1926. The index passed through 
parity with the pre-depression base during 1943 and is now two or three per cent 
above that standing. 

The tentative computation of Canada’s national income averaged 3-2 p.c. 
greater in January and February than in the same period of 1943. The standing 
for the two months was about $1,432 million compared with $1,387 million in 
the same period of 1943. The economic generators consisting of capital forma- 
tion, export trade, deficit financing of the Dominion government and the money 
supply recorded marked increases over the same period of 1943. As a gauge 
of the trend of economic activity, the national income is the most efficient formula 
yet devised. The estimate of national income in Canada is defined as the net 
value of goods produced and services rendered, during.a given period. 

The stock of Canadian wheat in store or in transit on March 30 was 331-4 
million bushels. In the same period of last year the stock was reported as 
429-8 million bushels. Providing an estimate of farm holdings is added, the 
total would have been 545 million bushels, a decline of about 217 million bushels 
compared with the stocks on the corresponding date of last year. Wheat held 
on Canadian farms amounted to 210 million bushels compared with 328 million 
bushels last year. Farm marketings in western Canada during the crop year 
to the end of March were 194-4 million bushels against 174-5 million bushels 
one year ago. 

A majority of the factors indicating the trend of mineral production recorded 
gains in the last month for which statistics are available. Gold receipts at the 
Mint apenas to 266,365 fine ounces as compared with 238,746 in the preceding 
month. 

The milling industry was more active, the index moving up from 196 to 213. 
Canned salmon exports receded to a lower level in March. The primary textile 
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industry was more active, the raw cotton consumed having risen from 13-4 
million pounds to 16-4 million in the month under review. The consumption 
increase was from 130-6 to 156-0. Operations in the Canadian cotton textile 
industry showed an expansion of 10-1 p.c. from the preceding month, in line 
with seasonal trends, to the best level in exactly a year but were still 15-4 p.c. 
under March, 1943, and were at the lowest level for the particular month since 
before the war. Bale openings during March were 39,774 compared with 
36,106 during February and 44,638 in March, 1943. During the first quarter 
of this year bale openings totalled 108,610, being 9-3 p.c. less than the twelve 
month comparison of 119,749 and a new wartime low for the period. 

The production of newsprint was less than normal for the season, the index 
receding from 110 to 105. Exports of wood pulp and planks and boards, on 
the other hand, recorded a considerable gain. Apparent total newsprint 
consumption in the United States was 268,944 tons compared with 316,148 tons 
in the same month of last year, a decline of 15 p.c. The apparent total 
consumption in Canada’s greatest market during the first quarter of this year 
was 771,847 tons which was 17-9 p.c. less than the total of 895,993 tons consumed 
in 1943. Apparent total stocks in North American positions at the end of March 
were 631,691 tons compared with 632,334 tons at the end of February this year, 
772,092 tons at the end of March, 1943 and 662,827 tons at the end of March, 
1939. Average Canadian newsprint output in 1935-39 was 3,020,302 tons and 
in 1940-44 output was 3,207,783, showing that Canadian mills have provided nearly 
one million more tons than in the five pre-war years. Of the total United States 
newsprint supply, Canada provided 64 p.c. in 1935-39 and 71 p.c. in 1940-44. 

Employment in the iron and steel and non-ferrous metals group recorded 
a recession in the latest month for which statistics are available. 

War production in Canada has reached its peak. The total value in the 
fiscal year just ended was $3,435 million, an increase of more than $500 million 
over the preceding year. It is anticipated that the value of war production 
proper in the present fiscal year will show an increase of only about 3 p.c. While 
the general level of Canadian business operations remains high, the peak of 
production on war contracts has been definitely passed and there is a progressive 
shift, gathering momentum every month, towards the greater production of 
civilian goods. 

Construction contracts awarded in March were $31-0 million against $16-2 
million in the preceding month. The index, after seasonal adjustment, moved 
up from 131-5 to 242-2. Residential construction continued to show more than 
average early season strength, due partly to the mild winter and partly to the 
heavy demand for housing. House building in March, 1943 totalled $4,712,000, 
being nearly doubled this year at $8,814,000. Equally interesting is the 
fact that construction contracts for the three months ending March, 1944, at 
$56 million were almost $14 million greater than in the first quarter of 1943. 
This gain is recorded despite labour and material shortages, and despite the 
near cessation of war construction. The biggest award of the month was the 
$10 million contract let by Marathon Paper Mills of Canada to the Foundation 
Company for construction of a complete townsite near Peninsula, Ontario on 
the northeast shore of Lake Superior. 

Total sales through retail stores were estimated at $4,053 million in 1943, 
an increase of 3-6 p.c. over the estimated dollar volume for 1942 which stood at 
$3,912 million. These estimates were obtained by applying to the 1941 census 
figure of $3,441 million, the percentage change for consecutive years as revealed 
in the monthly indexes of retail sales. Retail sales in Canada during February 
rose 5 p.c. as compared with January and were 6 p.c. higher than in February 
& year ago according to index numbers of sales based on reports received from 
& representative number of firms representing twelve different trades. The 
general index was 139-4 against 132-6 in January and 131 in February, 1943. 
Dollar sales of wholesale merchants in Canada averaged 14 p.c. higher in 
February of this year than last.

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Revenue railway traffic was 816,168 cars during the first twelve weeks 
of the present year compared with 727,756 cars in the same period of 1943. 
The gain in the movement of grain was outstanding while important increases 
were also shown in livestock and logs and other forest products. The move- 
ment of coal was somewhat less this year than in the first quarter of 1943. The 
revenues of the Canadian National Railways were greater in 1943 than in any 
other year. With passenger traffic four times that of 1939, and freight traffic 
more than double that of the last peacetime year, the company reported that 
gross revenues for 1943 reached a record total of $440-6 million, an increase of 
$64-9 million over the preceding year. After provisions for taxes and interest 
payments, cash surplus was shown at $35-6 million compared with $25-1 
million in 1942, an increase of $10-6 million. After payment of operating 
expenses, the operating revenue was $116-1 million, an increase of $29-5 million 
over 1942, and also a new high point. An increase of $516,000 or 9-8 p.c. was 
reported by the Canadian Pacific Railway Company in gross earnings for the 
week ended April 7 as compared with the corresponding period of last year. 
The total in the latest week was $5,800,000 against $5,300,000 a year ago. 

There was continued curtailment in industrial activity at the beginning 
of February, repeating the situation indicated at midwinter in five of the last 
six years. The resumption of normal operations, interrupted in many establish- 
ments over the holiday season, brought about a substantial increase in the weekly 
payrolls reported at the beginning of February. The weekly per capita average 
earnings were $31.75 at the first of February compared with $29.96 on February 1, 
1943. 

Movement of capital to Canada, arising from sales of outstanding securities 
to other countries, reached a record level of $172 million in 1943 against $105-5 
million in 1942. The principal element in this inflow during the last two 
years has been the large volume of sales of Canadian bonds to the United States 
for which there has been heavy demand in United States markets. Net sales 
of outstanding Canadian bonds to the United States amounted to about $150 
million in 1943, compared with about $96 million in 1942 and $19 million in 1941. 
While the volume of international trading in Canadian stocks expanded sharply 
in 1943, with a larger balance of sales to the United States, the inflow of capital 
arising from trading in stocks in 1943 was still relatively light, amounting to 
about $4 million. An index of twenty industrial stock prices traded on the 
Montreal exchange was 76-5 on April 13 compared with 74-5 on the same 
date of 1943. An index of 10 utility stocks receded from 57-0 to 53-2 during 
the same period. Indexes of twenty industrials traded on the Toronto stock 
exchange rose from 111-15 on April 13, 1943 to 118-88 on the same date of this 
year. Dividends paid by companies traded on the Montreal Stock Exchange 
and Montreal Curb Market were $31-4 million in March againt $24-6 million 
on the same date last vear. 

A total of $2,550 million was collected in customs, excise and income taxes 
during the fiscal year ended March 31, 1944 compared with $2,106 million in 
the preceding fiscal year, an increase of 21 p.c. Income tax collections totalled 
$1,635 million, an increase of $257 million or 18-6 p.c., while customs and excise 
revenue amounted to $915 million, an increase of $187 million. The total of 
unmatured funded debt of the Dominion government was $10,561 million on 
January 31. 

The largest single maturity this year was $215 million at 1 p.c. on April 15 
and on the same date an obligation of $100 million at 14 p.c. matured. The 
bonds of Canada’s Sixth Victory Loan will take the form of two maturities, a 
16-year and one month issue and a three-year and 10-month issue. The loan 
campaign, which opened April 24 and lasts about three weeks, has a minimum 
objective of $1,200 million.

Les prix de gros montent en mars comparativement au 
mois précédent. L’indice, sur la base de 1926, se place 4 102-7 en février. 
Les prix hebdomadaires des matiéres premiéres des industries et des produits 
de la ferme canadienne laissent voir une augmentation et portent 4 un niveau 
plus élevé l’indice général en mars. Les prix de gros fluctuent maintenant 
au-dessus du niveau de l’année de base en 1926. L’indice a dépassé en 1943 
la base 100 d’avant la crise et excéde maintenant ce niveau de 2 & 3 p.c. 

D’aprés les calculs provisoires, le revenu national du Canada en janvier et 
février cette année est en moyenne de 3-2 p.c. plus considérable que la méme 
période de l’an dernier. Le total pour les deux mois est d’environ $1,432,000,000 
contre $1,387,000,000 la méme période de 1943. Les facteurs économiques 
comprenant la formation des capitaux, le commerce d’exportation, le finance- 
ment déficitaire du gouvernement fédéral et l’argent en disponibilité accusent 
des gains marqués en regard de la méme période de 1943. En fait de mesure 
de l’activité économique, le revenu national est la formule la plus efficace jamais 
imaginée.

Les stocks apparents de papier & 
journal dans toute l’Amérique du Nord se placent 4 631,691 tonnes & la fin de 
mars, & rapprocher de 632,334 tonnes a la fin de février cette année, 772,092 a la 
fin de mars 1943 et 662,827 a la fin de mars 1939. La production canadienne 
de papier & journal est en moyenne de 3,020,302 tonnes en 1935-39 et de 
3,207,783 en 1940-44; les moulins canadiens ont done produit prés de 1,000,000 
de tonnes de plus qu’au cours des cing années avant la guerre. Le Canada 
a fourni 64 p.c. de tous les approvisionnements de papier 4 journal des Etats-Unis 
en 1935-39 et 71 p.c. en 1940-44. 

L’emploiement diminue le dernier mois dont les statistiques sont connues 
dans les groupes du fer, de l’acier et des métaux non ferreux. 

La production de guerre au Canada a atteint sa cime. La valeur totale 
au cours de l’année fiscale qui vient de se terminer est de $3,435,000,000, augmen- 
tation de plus de $500,000,000 par rapport a l’année précédente. Il est prévu 
que la valeur de la production de guerre proprement dite n’augmentera que 
d’environ 3 p.c. pendant l’année fiscale courante. Bien que le niveau général 
des opérations commerciales au Canada reste élevé, le sommet de la production 
de guerre est définitivement franchi; l’industrie subit une transformation pro- 
gressive, qui prend de |’ampleur tous les mois, et produit davantage pour les 
civils. 

Les contrats de construction accordés en mars s’élévent & $31,000,000 
contre $16,200,000 le mois précédent. L’indice, aprés ajustement saisonnier, 
avance de 131-5 & 242-2. La construction d’habitations continue de manifester 
plus de vigueur qu’en moyenne a cette saison, ce qui est attribuable partiellement 
& la clémence de l’hiver et partiellement & la grande demande de logements. 
La construction de maisons s’est établie 4 $4,712,000 en mars 1943; elle est prés 
de deux fois plus considérable cette année, puisqu’elle s’éléve 4 $8,814,000. 
Il est également intéressant d’observer que les contrats de construction au cours 
du premier trimestre de cette année se chiffrent 4 $56,000,000, prés de $14,000,000 
de plus que le premier trimestre de l’an dernier. Cette augmentation se produit 
malgré la pénurie de main-d’ceuvre et de matériaux et en dépit de la quasi- 
cessation de la construction de guerre. Le plus gros contrat du mois est celui 
de $10,000,000 accordé par Marathon Paper Mills of Canada a la Foundation 
Company pour la construction d’une ville compléte prés de Peninsula, Ontario, 
sur la rive nord-est du lac Supérieur. 

Les ventes de détail sont estimées 4 $4,053,000,000 en 1943, augmentation 
de 3-6 p.c. par rapport 4 la valeur estimative de $3,912,000,000 en 1942. Ces 
estimations sont obtenues en appliquant au chiffre de $3, 441 ,000, 000, fourni par 
le recensement de 1941, le pourcentage du changement pour les années consé- 
cutives révélé par les indices mensuels des ventes de détail. Les ventes de 
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détail au Canada en février cette année augmentent de 5 p.c. comparativement 
4 celles de janvier et de 6 p.c. en regard de celles de février l’an dernier, d’aprés 
les indices des ventes basés sur les rapports recus d’un nombre représentatif 
d’établissements dans douze genres d’affaires différents. L’indice général se 
place & 139-4 contre 132-6 en janvier et 131 en février 1943. La valeur des 
ventes de gros au Canada en février cette année est de 14 p.c. plus élevée qu’en 
février l’an dernier. Chacune des divisions du pays participe 4 cette augmen- 
tation de 14 p.c. Il y a des augmentations de 21 p.c. dans les Provinces 
Maritimes ainsi que dans les Provinces des Prairies, de 12 p.c. en Ontario, de 
8 et 9 p.c respectivement dans le Québec et la Colombie Britannique. En 
février, la valeur des ventes de détail dans les magasins 4 rayons au Canada 
excéde de 5 p.c. celle du mois correspondant de l’an dernier et de 12 p.c. celle 
de janvier. 

Le trafic ferroviaire payant s’établit 4 816,168 wagons les douze premiéres 
semaines de l’année courante, 4 rapprocher de 727,756 la méme période de 1943. 
L’augmentation des expéditions de grain est remarquable, tandis que les charge- 
ments de bestiaux, de billes et d’autres produits forestiers accusent également 
des augmentations importantes. Les expéditions de charbon cette année sont 
un peu moins considérables que le premier trimestre de 1943. Les revenus 
du Canadien National en 1943 sont plus forts qu’en toute autre année. Avec 
un trafic-voyageurs quatre fois plus considérable qu’en 1939 et un trafic- 
marchandises plus du double de celui de la dernitre année de temps de paix, 
la compagnie rapporte que ses recettes brutes en 1943 atteignent le total sans 
précédent de $440,600,000, augmentation de $64,900,000 en regard de |’année 
précédente. Apres provision pour taxes et paiements d’intérét, le surplus de 
caisse est de $35,600,000 contre $25,100,000 en 1942, augmentation de 
$10,600,000. Aprés paiement des dépenses d’exploitation, le revenu d’exploi- 
tation se chiffre & $116,100,000; c’est une augmentation de $29,500,000 sur 
1942 et un nouveau sommet. Les recettes brutes du Pacifique Canadien 
augmentent de $516,000 ou de 9-8 p.c. la semaine terminée le 7 avril compara- 
tivement 4 la période correspondante de l’an dernier. Le total est de $5,800,000 
la semaine du 7 avril contre $5,300,000 l’an dernier. 

L’activité industrielle continue de ralentir au début de février, tout comme 
la chose s’est produite au milieu de l’hiver au cours de cing des six derniéres 
années. La reprise des opérations normales, interrompues par la saison des 
fétes dans plusieurs établissements, a fait augmenter sensiblement les bordereaux 
de paye hebdomadaires déclarés au commencement de février. Les gains 
hebdomadaires moyens sont de $31.75 per capita le ler février, comparativement 
& $29.96 le ler février 1943. 

Le mouvement des capitaux au Canada, provenant des ventes de valeurs 
mobilitres aux autres pays, atteint le niveau sans précédent de $172,000,000 
en 1943 contre $105,500,000 en 1942. 

Un total de $2,550,000,000 est percu en douane, accise et impdt sur le revenu 
durant l’année fiscale terminée le 31 mars 1944, 4 rapprocher de $2,106,000,000 
année fiscale précédente, augmentation de 21 p.c. La perception de l’impét 
sur le revenu s’éléve 4 $1,635,000,000, augmentation de $257,000,000 ou de 
18-6 p.c., tandis que la douane et l’accise rapportent $915,000,000, augmen- 
tation de $187,000,000. La dette fondée en cours du gouvernement fédéral 
est de $10,561,000,000 de 31 janvier. 

La plus forte échéance cette année a été celle de $215,000,000 4 1 p.c. le 
15 avril et, A la méme date, une obligation de $100,000,000 4 13 p.c. est devenue 
échue. Les obligations du sixitme emprunt de la victoire au Canada seront 
& deux échéances: une émission 4 16 ans et 1 mois, une autre 4 3 ans et 10 mois. 
La campagne commence le 24 avril et durera environ trois semaines; |’objectif 
minimum de l’emprunt est de $1,200,000,000.

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Il. NATIONAL INCOME 
Numbers and Remuneration of Employees 


Numbers of Employees.—The approach to national income from the 
viewpoint of payments to ultimate consumers involves an extensive subsidiary 
study of Canada’s manpower. The volume of production and, consequently, 
income, depends largely on the numbers at work. 

In spite of the setback in the nineteen thirties, an upward trend in employ- 
ment was shown in the 22-year period ended in 1940. It is estimated that 
employees on payrolls on a full-time basis averaged about 2,074,000 for the whole 
period, the increase in the second 11-years over the first half having been 6-2 p.c. 
The trend of employment of wage-earners and salaried workers varied greatly 
between different industries and service groups. Gains were shown in five of 
the seven main groups, the exceptions being primary production and trans- 
portation. The greatest expansion occurred in government, trade and service, 
while in finance and secondary production, the increases were 9-0 p.c. and 4-6 
p.c., respectively. The gain in this class of labour force was from an average of 
2,011,000 in the first half to 2,136,000 in the second. 

The fluctuation in the number of employees conformed closely to that of 
the economic cycle. Fluctuation in the number engaged in different industries 
is an index of sensitivity to alternating economic prosperity and depression. 

Activity in the period immediately following the last war culminated in 
1920 when the number of employees was placed at slightly more than two 
million. The decline in the next year was more than 10 p.c. and it was not until 
1926 that the setback had been counterbalanced. The decline in the next phase 
was from 2,343,000 in 1929 to 1,828,000 in 1933. The subsequent advance has 
lasted without important interruption to the present time. 

The employees were nearly 61 per cent of the gainfully engaged population 
during the period under review. The total working forces averaged 3,399,000 
while the employees were 2,073,650. The working proprietors and “no pays” 
constituted the remaining one and one third million. 

Secondary production consisting of manufacturing, construction and 
custom and repair furnished greater opportunities of employment than any 
other group, the proportion of the whole having been nearly 29-5 p.c. during 
the period. Primary production including the six industries based largely on 
natural resources, were in second place with 17-8 p.c. Professional, educational 
and other service activities were important, employing 16-6 p.c. of the total 
number. Trade and transport engaged about 14 p.c. and 12 p.c., respectively. 
Government and finance followed in the order named. 

The number of employees engaged on a full-time basis in the United States 
averaged about 31,020,000 during the 22-year period against 2,074,000 in 
Canada. The active force of the United States was, consequently, nearly 15 
times that of this country. The number engaged averaged about 22 p.c. less 
in the second half of the period than in the first, contrasting with an increase 
of more than 6 p.c. in Canada. 


Salaries and Wages.—The salaries and wages paid by Canadian enter- 
prise by seven major groups from 1919 to 1940 are shown in Table B. Despite 
the increase in the number of employees, the remuneration recorded a slight 
decline from the first half of the period to the second, indicating a recession in 
the salary-wage rate. The general decline was limited to 1-2 p.c., but consider- 
able variation occurred in the fortunes of the different groups. The employees 
in transport and primary production experienced the greatest percentage declines 
amounting to 17-5 p.c. and 11 p.c. respectively. 

Marked gains occurred in the salary distribution of government while 
finance and service also scored in this connection. Such payments by secondary 
production were slightly more than maintained. 
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Percentage analysis discloses a marked fluctuation in each of the seven 
groups from 1929 to the end of the period. The general total declined nearly 
38 p.c. from 1929 to 1933 and rose 77 p.c. from that low point to the position 
of 1940. Primary production recorded the greatest percentage decline but the 
drop in secondary production, transportation and trade was also pronounced. 
Government was the least affected while service and finance followed in order. 

Due mainly to war conditions, the gain in salaries and wages, pay and 
allowances disbursed by government rose 140-7 p.c. from 1933 to 1940. Prim- 
ary industry recovered sharply, the gain having been 116-3 p.c. The salaries 
and wages paid by secondary production were more than doubled. Marked 
gains were also shown in trade, transportation, service and finance. 

As employeé remuneration forms such a large proportion of the entire 
national income, it is obvious that the fluctuations of the two factors must be 
in close accord. A test by mathematical process confirms that the relationship 
is excellent. 

Remuneration of employees in the form of salaries and wages, amounting 
to nearly 58 p.c. of the total, was the chief income payment. If living allowances 
of so-called unpaid labour and other labour income were added, the employees’ 
share would be raised to nearly 61 p.c. 


Capital Formation.—The importance of capital formation as a feature 
of economic activity has long been recognized. Income received by individuals 
is mainly disbursed in two ways—for living expenses and for savings. Thus 
the money flow from consumers to producers may be regarded as divided into 
two streams, of which savings are devoted to the expansion of plant and equip- 
ment. An individual, however, who adds to his private wealth by saving, that 
is, by consuming less than the whole of his income, does not directly bring about 
the production of real capital. Incomes are derived from producing consumption 
goods or from producing investment goods. Income payments are spent on 
consumption goods or saved. Consequently, for the community as a whole, the 
rate of saving is equal in the long run to the rate of investment. The investment 
money flow is normally far less than that arising from payment for consumption 
goods. 

At an early stage in many periods of prosperity, simultaneous over-com- 
mitments for expansion of industrial equipment are made in most branches of 
industry. Each such commitment through credit extension involves the creation 
of purchasing power. The process of extending commitments, expanding credit 
and rising prices continues until it is checked by shortage of credit facilities or 
until experienced business men see danger in the further expansion of production 
facilities. 

Gross capital formation as estimated on a preliminary basis recorded a 
considerable increase in the period from the end of the last world war. The up- 
ward trend of the index on the base of 1935-1939 was no less than 1-5 points 
per year. Confirming the consensus of opinion, extreme fluctuations were 
recorded. The total after rising from $259 million in 1921 to $1,799 million in 
1928, then dropped to $412 million in 1932. The rise to 1940 was not less than 
368 p.c. to $1,929 million. The gains in 1939 and 1940 were occasioned by war 
conditions, a new high point having been reached in the latter year. The extent 
of the fluctuation was at least double the average for the outstanding economic 
factors of Canada. 

A similar estimate of gross capital formation for the United States showed 
a downward trend during the 22-year period. The highest point, however, was 
recorded in 1940, the-gain over 1929 having been about 6-5 p.c. The fluctuation 
was somewhat less extreme than in Canada. While the correlation between the 
Canadian and the American capital formation was significant, considerable dis- 
parity was shown at times. The relationship of changes during the course of 
economic cycles of the inter-war period is displayed in Chart C. 
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II National Income

DESCRIPTION OF METHOD 


(c) Gross Capital Formation. Eight components of gross capital formation were separ- 
ately computed. 


(1) The value of work performed given in the Bureau report on Construction, was used for 
the years 1935 to 1942. Previous years were estimated by using the statistics of contracts 
awarded with an addition to cover government operations. 


(2) The flow of producers durable commodities to ultimate consumers from 1926 to 1936 
were measured by a detailed compilation. The production, imports and exports of commodities 
were entered separately year by year classified into minor groups. The exports were deducted 
from the sum of the production, imports and duty. An additional amount was included for 
transportation and trade markups. 

Taking advantage of statistics of production and external trade classified by the purpose 
group system the results for 1926 to 1936 were projected to cover the remainder of the period. 


(3) The totals for consumers durables were obtained by deducting exports from the sum of 
production, imports and customs duty. The totals as reported by the Branches dealing with 
Manufacturing and External Trade were used in this connection. 


(4) Changes in international claims were derived from statistics published from 1926 to 
1942 by the International Payments Branch and for previous years from the report of the 
Dominion-Provincial Relations Commission on Dominion Monetary Policy. 


(5) The changes in inventories were based on statistics of (a) raw materials, finished products 
on hand, stocks in process, fuel and supplies of manufacturing plants, (b) grain inventories at the 
end of the year at farm prices plus transportation charges to the Lakehead, and (c) values of 
live stock, as reported by the decennial census, interpolated by the records of the Agricultural 
Branch. 

The changes in the monetary stock were compiled for 1919 to 1934 from statistics published 
in the Canada Year Book and from 1935 to 1939 from the reports of the Bank of Canada. 

The amount of the gross capital formation of the United States for 1919 to 1933 was obtained 
from Line 5, page 484, Commodity Flow and Capital Formation, and a number of items given 
on pages 16 and 17 of April, 1942, and on page 12, Table 2 of May, 1942 Survey of Current Busi- 
ness. The most inclusive variant was utilized in this connection.
